There is-no doubt that the Students’ Society is 
having great difficulty in providing a relevant program 
_ for its members. Recent:executives have been’ of: a 


. ‘conservative tone and they believe that their more 


* pragmatic’ approaches have been more representative 
of students on the whole. ‘This author believes that 
- these executives have in fact eroded the welfare of the 
average student by not pursuing their interest energe- 
tically enough. At the same time increasing apathy and 
decreasing importance of student council actions in 


students’ lives is a direct consequence of their pouicles: 


Over the eo of.the last few months we have all been 
- told that the Students’ Society lies in a state of ruin; the 
© gathering storm is threatening the very foundations of our 
society, Our leaders, great and wise. inform us that’ they 
remain ever at the ready. to protect the nISTest of the 
little man, vou and I. : 


-It could be suggested. though, that our present leader- 
Ship is leading down a very treacherous path which can only 
result in the Students’ Society existing on a basis so in- 
secure that it will not support the type of activities which 


justify its existence. To eliminate these -activities would : 


be equivalent to removing the raison d’etre for our society. - 
Perhaps only MSEA can function in this milieu. 

The financial crisis is real rh However. one be- 
comes more apprehensive about its true nature.

I refused to make any testi- 
mony. I went on a hunger-strike. On the 


24th of July I was transferred to BOYA-’ 
‘TI in strict isolation: .I continued the : - 


strike until the 5th of September (47 
days): .Then they promised: that they 
would allow me to get out in the yard 


. when I could walk and that I would get 


food from home: and: newspapers. I 


_ started taking food. On the 10th of Sep- 
tember I started again a. hunger-strike 
because - except: for the newspapers, 


there was no amelioration. On the 24th 
of September they gave me food that 
my mother had sent and I started eating 
again. 


On the 18th of October I was arrested 


while trying to escape. Handcuffs. chains 
at my feet. removal of the bed, no news- 
papers, no. cigarettes. no food from 


_ home — I started to hunger-strike. I was 
- ‘absolutely exhausted; from the 13th of . 
November they started subjecting me to. 
- different tortures, psychological pres- 


sures, etc. The sort of the: tortures I 
reported to’ the Representatives of the 
International Red Cross who visited me 
on January 16th. I have no room and I 
need to write many things to give youa 
clear picture.

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My. hunger-strike ended on December

me to get in touch with my lawyer. 


To protect myself from similar acts 
of the fascistic junta who have not for. 


a moment left their murdering intent. I . 


make this accusation publicly. With the 
hope that this letter of ‘mine will be a 


testimony with the power and the ability 


‘to protect also the life of other prisoners 
who are in strict isolation I certify on 
my word of honor and on an oath the 
truth of my denunciation. I would not 
have done this publicly if I didn't.know 


- that, as perfectly as the junta had pre- 


pared my murder, they did make one : 


mistake. When there will be justice in 
our country again I will bring all the 
evidence ‘and’ TESTIMONIES. which 
prove this criminal act. From the per- 
-sonnel of the prisons only one or two 

people are involved in this. From the 
22nd of April until the 21st of May (30

the Military Doctor PANAGOLOULOS 
who repeated his tortures on the 20th of 
May.
